Vast: spending 
programs were 
abruptly clipped. 
Demands

insistent. And those who imagined 
the 1948 elections to be a mandate 
«|or: 'new and greater acquisitions 


of power for the federal 
govern- 
ment were beaten down — .regard- 
less whether the particular issue 
was a bill for labor, public power, 
agriculture, or anything else. 


The explanation is obvious. Be- 
fore the elections last 
Fall 
the 
people were uneasy. And with the 
downward turn in commodity mar- 
kets and industrial activity during 
the Winter and Spring uneasiness 
turned into actual fear. 


Greatest single 
factor 
behind 
^his fear is the thought that per- 
thaps everybody in 
the 
country 
understands there has been a drop 
in businss — except he govern: 
ment. And so the uncertainty re- 
garding taxes and federal deficit 
weighs heavily on all men, curtail- 
ing .expansion of plant and equip- 
ment, and damaging the employ- 
ment record. 


Congress isn't anti-labor — any 
more than it is anti-agriculture or 
anti-public-power. What we 
are 
Witnessing is merely a disillusion- 


. ment, as to -the country's ability to 
t£yiiaintain , our economy .at the ut-

And the disease has stricken 133 
persons., .mostly children, 


'Arkansas health authorities said 
there was no indication of a slow- 
down: in. this year's outbreak of 
the disease. 


Dr. T. T. Ross, director of the 
Arkansas health department, 
has 
reported the polio situation during 
the early months of 1949 is worse 
than it was during the first half 
of Arkansas' two epedimic years 
-1946 and 1939. 
The eighth fatality, was Nancy 
Bird, 16, daughter 
of

Mrs. Samuel Bird of near : Poca- 
hontas, Randolph county, She died 
last midnight in an ambulance en 
route to a Little Rock hospital. 
Craighead county, one of the two 


most seriously stricken, has started 
a campaign to raise $10,000

disease. 


The drive will be conducted by

| the national foundation for infan- 
tile paralysis, Marcus Fietz, coun- 
ty chairman, said at Jonesboro.

on the 
eve of their

wedding 
with $8,700 of her money. He re- 
funded $5,000 of it shortly after 
his arrest here Friday.

said today one of the women who 
came here by airplane to confront 
the prisoner had been won over to 
his defense. 
She is Mrs. Pauline Langton, 39, 


New York divorcee,- who spent four 
hours in a beauty parlor fester- 
day, then visited Engel at the jail 
where she posed for photographs 
showing Engel kissing 
and 
em- 
bracing her:

"No one is going to push my Sam 
around," Mrs. Langton was quoted 
by :the newspaper.. "I'm going to 
stay here and stand right by him." 
When she first confronted EngeJ. 
in the jail Tuesday, Mrs. Langton 
was concerned about the return of 
$50,800 in jewelry which she said 
she gave him before their elop- 
ment to Virginia June 14. A New 
York grand jury has indicted En- 
gel on the basis of her complaint. 
"He's 
going to have my jewels 
returned to me when I get back 
to New York," Mrs. Langton was 
quoted. "To think, out of the thou- 
sand and .one women in his life, 
I'm the only one he ever really 
loved,"

West Powers 
Retreated 
SaysVishinsky' 


London, June 30 — (/P) — Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Y. Vishin- 
sky disagreed sharply today with 
Dean Acheson's analysis of 
the 
Paris Big Four meeting and de- 
clared Russian firmness forced a 
western retreat. 


Vishinsky said the agreements 
reached at Paris differed "seri- 
ously" from the original propos- 
als put forward by Britain, France 
and the United States. 


On the other hand, he 
added, 
after careful reading of the com- 
•munique issued by the Big Four, 
"it is not difficult to see x x x the 
basic ideas of the proposals sub- 
mitted by the Soviet delegation in 
the council of foreign 
ministers 


during the very first days of its 
work." 


In a 4,200-word statement 
dis- 
tributed in London through the of- 
ficial Soviet news agency, Vishin- 
sky differed with the U. S. secre- 
tary of state on the progress of 
the Marshall plan' and whether it 
I was Russia or the west who want- 
ed, to give the Germans more free- 
dom. 


Acheson told a Washington news 


conference after his return from 
Paris that Russia had been put on 
the defensive in the struggle for 
Europe and was afraid to relaJQ 
its iron grip on eastern Germany 
because they knew they would no 
longer be able to control the Ger- 
man people if they did so. 


Acheson said the reason for the 
strength of the west in the Paris 
sessions was "the jrogress that has 
been achieved in (he restoration of 
western Europe." 
Vishinsky, taking a complete op- 
posite view, said: 
''I think that precisely the fail- 
ures of the Marshall plan should 
be regarded as one of the reasons 
for the departure o£ the 
three 
(western) ministers at tlje Paris 
session 
from 
their original so- 
called "firm policy." 
The Soviet leader said the Paris 


conference came about because of 
mutual concessions over Berlin by 
East and West and added: 
"I think that in the future too, 


it will be necessary to make cer- 
tain inutual concessions compati- 
ble with the principles of the Pols- 
dam agreement." 


Truman Scores 
His First 'Fair 
Deal'Victory

Washington, June 30 '— (fP) — A 


multi-billion dollar 
housing 
bill, 


snatched from the brink of defeat 
and rammed through the house, 
was chalked up today as the first 
major success for President Tru- 
man's "fair deal" program. 


Jubilant istation leaders 


followed up their hardrfought 
228 
to IBS victory last night by mov^ 
ing swiftly to iron out: slight dif- 
ferences between the 
house 
bill' 
and the measure passed by the 
senate April 15s 


Both Democrats and Republicans 


in the senate predicted little" dif- 
ficulty in reaching a compromise. 
There was a chance the measure 
might go to the White 'House be- 
fore the end o£ the week. •' 


Supporting the vast program 1 on 
the final house showdown were' 193 
Democrats, 
34 Republicans 
and 
one American labor party mem- 
ber. Opposing were 131 Republi- 
cans and 54 Democrats. 


The bill authorizes grants 
and 
loans up to more than $14,000,000,- 
000 over the next 40 years for: 
Slum clearance, 
10,000 
publicly 
owned city dwelling units and farm 
housing aids. 


Opponents, mustering all their 
strength .in an effort 
to 
kill or 
cripple the bill succeeded at one 
point in reducing the measure to 
a skeleton of the 
program 
Mr 
Truman had requested. 


Shouting "socialism" and 
argu- 


ing that the housing costs would 
imperil the nation's financial sta- 
bility, a coalition of 
Republicans 


and Southern Democrats mustered 
168 votes to the 
administration's 


165 in a drive to kill the publicly- 
owned housing prgoram. 


Two hours later administration 
leaders asked for a roll call on the 
public housing section, which ac- 
counts for about five-sixths of the 
money authorization in the bill. 


They won by a five vote margin 


—209 to 204. 


Among those who applauded the 
victory was Senator Taft of Ohio, 
chairman of the senate Republican 
policy committee, who had fought 
or 'the bill in the senate. 
: 


The Vrhairmarn of the house GOP 
policy group Rep. Martin of^-Mas- 
sachusetts, had led-the opposition 
forces.'on that side of the capitoL 
Martin said the bill threatened the 
soundness of the ; treasury, : and 
would mean bigger taxes.

British Press 
Criticized for 
Partisanship 


' London, June 29 —- (fP) — A royal 
commission criticized the 
British 
press today for partisanship, dis- 
tortion of news and failure to give 
a clear picture of world affairs. 
It recommended 
setting up 
a 


general council of th press to fos- 
er — but not force — integrity and 
responsibility to the public. 


At the same time, the report— 


ssued after two years' study — de- 
clared "it is generally agreed that 
he British press is inferior to none 
n the world. It is free from cor- 
ruption x x x " 


The 14 men and three women of 


he royal commission on the press 
examined newsmen and publishers 
as expert witnesses during its in- 
vestigation and found:
